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East Devon Alliance to 
fight for council seats 


CANDIDATES representing a new political 
party will challenge for the seats of some of 
East Devon’s most high-profile Conservative 
councillors at the local elections in May - a 
move that could bring about the biggest po¬ 
litical shift in the area for decades. 

Pulman’s View can reveal that the East Devon Al¬ 
liance - now an officially registered political party - 
will field candidates to contest at least 40 of the 58 
district council seats, including that of deputy leader 
Andrew Moulding. 

The organisation, originally formed as a pressure 
group in 2013, will now take its battle to the ballot 
box, with candidates set to fight for more than two- 
thirds of the seats in May. 

The authority is currently dominated by Conserva¬ 
tive councillors, with only nine Liberal Democrats 
and seven independents posing a challenge to the 
council’s majority party members. 

But the Alliance is now aiming to bring about a 
major restructure of the council’s political composi¬ 
tion, with many prominent Conservatives facing a 
fight to keep their seats. 

The party has already confirmed that the seats of 
three high-profile councillors will be targeted, with 
candidates Paul Hayward, Marianne Rixson and Dr 
Cathy Gardner to challenge deputy leader Andrew 
Moulding (Axminster), deputy chairman Christine 
Drew (Sidmouth and Sidford) and health and wellbe¬ 
ing champion Peter Sullivan (Sidmouth) respectively. 

Over the next few weeks, the party is expected to 
name candidates to take on a number of other leading 
Conservatives at the elections. 

‘No point just moaning from sidelines’ 

Chairman Paul Arnott, from Colyton, will continue 
in his role at the head of the new party, with Feniton 
campaigner Dr John Withrington taking up the posi¬ 
tion of vice-chairman. 

Ottery St Mary’s Ian McKintosh, a founder member 
of the EDA, has been named the party’s president, 
with experienced independent councillor Ben Ingham

to fill the role of party leader. 

Speaking exclusively to Putman’s View, Mr Arnott 
said: “The East Devon Alliance has been an influen¬ 
tial campaigning group working in the context of what 
many believe to be a maladministered district for the 
last couple of years. 

:But there is no point just moaning about it from the 
sidelines. So we decided that the only way to reform 
our council is through the ballot box. 

“Therefore, we are constituting ourselves at the 
Electoral Commission so that we can support inde¬ 


pendent candidates at the next district elections, who 
may if they wish stand as ‘Independent East Devon 
Alliance’ candidates.” 

The party has outlined six key principles that its can¬ 
didates will seek to follow if elected in May. They are 
to: 

• Deliver value for money; 

• Support ‘sensitive’ development; 

• Improve standards of conduct, accountability and 
transparency; 

• Nurture the local economy; 

• Stand up for local services; 

• Protect the natural environment. 

If elected, independent East Devon Alliance coun¬ 
cillors will pursue a series of specific issues, including 
plans to freeze the demolition of the council’s current 


offices in Sidmouth and assess alternatives to its 
costly relocation project. 

According to the party’s “action” document, re¬ 
leased exclusively to Putman’s View last week, can¬ 
didates will make completion of the district Local 
Plan their main priority, with further proposals to 
tighten the definition of key planning terms in order 
to give residents a greater say in the development of 
their communities. 

EDA candidates will also push for the repeal of con¬ 
troversial public speaking restrictions and the aboli¬ 
tion of the cabinet system, in order to “reflect better 
the political mix” and “ensure that every councillor 
has a say in crucial aspects of the council’s work.” 

The Alliance will also seek to provide free parking 
in all council car parks every Saturday and for the en¬ 
tire month of December across East Devon. 

Mr Arnott added: “We come from a great variety of 
backgrounds, but we have all come to the same con¬ 
clusion - that national party politics just isn’t working 
in East Devon. And with more devolution in England 
round the corner, real local voices need to be heard 
more than ever. 

“In May 2015, the people of East Devon will be of¬ 
fered independent candidates across the district on a 
previously unknown scale.” 

The new party was officially launched at Ax min ster 
Heritage Centre yesterday (Monday).

AXMINSTER 
Axminster Chamber 
to stay... for now 


AXMINSTER Chamber of Commerce has been 
given a stay of execution and looks set to survive. 

This was brokered during a stormy EGM last 
week to which Axminster Mayor Jeremy Walden 
was denied entry because he is not a chamber 
member. 

Mr Walden turned up at the meeting venue, 
Apple Tree Galleries, but claims vice-chairman 
Chris Tipping said he could not attend. 

The meeting notice circulated by the chamber 
did say: “This is not an open meeting so, only 
members are welcome.” 

Councillor Walden wasn’t personally offended, 
but said refusing him entry was an insult to the 
town council. 

The meeting had been called to allow chairman 
Lisa Lyman and her committee to formally stand 
down, and close the chamber because nobody 
else had come forward to take over. 

Former chairman Shane Morgan attended and 
nominated himself for the chairmanship, but 
outgoing chairman Lisa Lyman said he was too 
late. 

He pointed out the latest chamber minutes 
stated: “If no-one has stepped forward prior to 
the EGM to take on the chair, then the chamber 
of commerce would be closed down.” 

Mr Morgan had already made his nomination by 
e-mail at 10.02am that day, so claimed he was 
not too late. 

But Mrs Lyman claimed that memos sent after 
the November meeting had moved the deadline 
to December 11th last year, and superseded the 
minutes. This meant the chamber would close 
and funds held in account allocated as per the 
memos. Mr Morgan refused to accept this and 
claimed that protocol had been breached. 

In the end it was decided to call another meet¬ 
ing and inform all chamber members that Mr 
Morgan had been nominated for the chairman¬ 
ship.

TOWN councillors are urging local people to 
come forward to help shape the future develop¬ 
ment of the parish, after district bosses gave the 
green light for work to begin on a Neighbourhood 
Plan for Ottery St Mary and the surrounding area. 

Planning chiefs at East Devon District Council 
have now approved the initial application, en¬ 
abling members of the community to press 
ahead with the ambitious project.

The innovative scheme, introduced in 2011 
under the Localism Act, is designed to give com¬ 
munities more say in the development of their 
area. 

And following a lengthy process, including ex¬ 
tensive consultation with residents, the finished 
plan would become a statutory document. 

When the plan is completed, it will be examined 
by expert officers before being put to a local ref¬ 
erendum so that residents of Ottery and the sur¬ 
rounding villages can have their say.

Councillors call for 
police investigation 
into Beehive finances 


A GROUP of Honiton town councillors has called 
for a police investigation into the council's fi¬ 
nances, following allegations of mismanagement 
over the Beehive project. 

The matter will be discussed at the full council 
meeting next Monday (February 9th), after six 
members signed a request for the item to be in¬ 
cluded. 

They will call for the police - “a truly independ¬ 
ent body” - to look into the council's finances and 
scrutinise the costs of the Beehive project. 

Their motion reads: “Given matters impacting 
on risk to the precepting authority Honiton Town 
Council and relating to the Beehive Community 
Centre, this council resolves to approach a truly 
independent body, namely Devon and Cornwall 
Constabulary, to investigate concerns relating to 
public finances and contractual matters.” 

The “wholly unfounded” allegations were 
strongly refuted by the Mayor of Honiton, Peter 
Halse, who said he was “astonished” by the 
claims. 

One of the signatories, Councillor Taylor, claims 
that £100, 000 borrowed from the Public Works 
Loan Board (PWLB) is to be used for an “improper 
purpose”. 

The council agreed to borrow the money in 
order to provide a “safety net” to cover the unex¬ 
pected costs of the Beehive project, but Council¬ 
lor Taylor says it will be used to “replace poached 
reserves” instead. 

He alleges that the council's reserves have been 
depleted because £75,000 worth of bills - de¬ 
scribed in a November report as “additional 
unanticipated variations” for the construction of 
the Beehive - were paid before being disputed. 

He also says he believes that some of the 
money will be placed in a high interest account to 
help repay the council's original loan for the Bee¬ 
hive build. 

In a statement issued last week, he said: “...to 
apply for money knowing that it is not needed for 
a purpose allowed under PWLB rules is illegal be¬ 
cause it is a way of replacing reserves that are re¬ 
quired to be kept by all councils but in the case of 
Honiton Town [Council] have been ‘poached’.” 

But the claims were later dismissed as “totally 
false” by Councillor Halse, who called for the al¬ 
legations to be withdrawn and an apology of¬ 
fered. 

The row followed a meeting held behind closed 
doors last Monday evening, during which coun¬ 
cillors resolved to agree a 10-year lease for the 
Beehive company to run the community centre, 
enabling it to apply for charity status.

DOG owners have objected 
plans to ban their pets from 
beaches in Seaton. 

But town councillors refused 
to second the motion, made by 
a local resident, so the idea has 
been dismissed.

Bus cuts to hit link with Exeter 


IT HAS been confirmed that 
the 53 service linking Seaton 
and Beer with Exeter is to be 
cut as part of Devon County 
Council Public Transport 
Review, writes KEVIN 
FAHEY. 

There will also be changes to 
local 391/392 bus services run¬ 
ning in Seaton but the 899 
service between Sidmouth, 
Branscombe, Beer and Seaton 
looks safe. 

While the 53 service operat¬ 
ing Monday to Saturday is 
being completely withdrawn - 
saving £22,000 a year - the 
popular X53 service, which is 
a commercial operation run¬ 
ning along the Jurassic Cast be¬ 
tween Exeter and Poole, will 
continue to operate and provide 
passengers in East Devon a 
means of getting into Exeter. 

Changes in the bus services 
have been brought about as 
Devon County Council looks 
to make savings of £1.7million 
from its annual public transport 


budget to help meet the £50 
million budget reduction re¬ 
quired by Government spend¬ 
ing cuts next year. 

“It is awkward but the serv¬ 
ices that are being cut are the 
ones not being used so are no 
longer viable,” said Councillor 
Jim Knight, who is vice chair¬ 
man on Devon Council and 
represents Beer and Seaton. 

“The X53 is the most used 
bus and is staying as are the 
52A and 52B services.” 

As for the local Seaton serv¬ 
ice the proposal is to withdraw 
the 4:40pm service for the 391 
and the 5pm service for the 392 
due to low usage thereby sav¬ 
ing £2,496.00. 

Councillor Knight said the 
cuts to the Devon County 
Council budget had been ‘dras¬ 
tic’ and £100 million had al¬ 
ready been saved over the past 
for years. “When do you stop?” 
he added. 

But, according to Councillor 
Knight, the 899 service will 


continue to run: “I can only say 
I have not seen any papers that 
include the 899 service and can 
only think that this route will 
be fully subsidised by the 
county from the £4 million that 
still remains in the budget for 
public transport.” 

The council’s public transport 
budget supports nearly 200 
public bus services, carrying 
around 4.5m passengers every 
year. 

It also manages the National 
Bus Pass Scheme for 175,000 
pass holders in Devon which 
costs around £9m every year.

Council’s (EDDC) decision last year to 
restrict the opportunity for members of 
the public to speak at meetings. 

On a more light-hearted note, Mr 
Arnott, a Charlton Athletic fan, referred 
to the rosette he sported, saying: “I 
haven’t had a rosette since Charlton 
played Crystal Palace in the early 70s, 
I feel like I’ve won Best in Class at 
Crufts.”

He added that it was all about “get¬ 
ting rid of the establishment” and re¬ 


placing it with “a group of people that 
actually cares about East Devon”. 

The formal part of the launch con¬ 
cluded with a brisk walk to the Minster 
Green where candidates and supporters 
gathered for a photo.

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Public updated over 
hospital beds battle 


CAMPAIGNERS will demand a long-term 
solution of 16 in-patient beds at Axminster 
Hospital and 16 at Seaton Hospital. 

That was the main outcome of a public meeting 
on Thursday January 29th, called by Axminster 
mayor Jeremy Walden. 

The meeting was called to update the public on a 
two-fold fight spearheaded by Ax min ster Hospital 
Action Group, Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends and elected representatives. 

As previously reported, NEW Devon Clinical 
Commissioning Group has, as part of a wider pro¬ 
posal, suggested a permanent closure of in-patient 
beds at Axminster Hospital. 

The hospital hasn’t got any in-patient beds at the 


moment because of Northern Devon Healthcare 
NHS Trust’s (NDHT) recent decision to temporar¬ 
ily transfer them to Seaton. 

But Dr James Vann offered a glimmer of hope by 
announcing that the action group and NDHT is 
about to launch a joint nurse recruitment campaign 
so that both Axminster and Seaton hospitals can 
offer in-patient beds. 

In terms of the longer perspective, a local stake¬ 
holder group incorporating Dr Vann, league of 
friends treasurer Steve Holt and town, district and 
county councillor Andrew Moulding has demanded 
that NEW Devon CCG brings a detailed break¬ 
down outlining the alleged financial benefits of 
closing beds at Ax min ster when the two bodies 
meet this week [week commencing Feb 2nd).

Axminster Health and Wellbeing Centre will take 
its cancer support service to the next level. 

The service offers support to people directly 
and indirectly affected by cancer in Axminster and 
the surrounding area.

Police issue 
alert after 
burglaries 

A SPATE of burglaries and shed break-ins have led 
Seaton police to issue an alert. 

PC Steve Speariett gave Seaton Town Council his 
monthly report on January 26th and reported two 
recent burglaries, one in Riverdale and one in 
Harepath Road. 

He didn’t say what, if anything, had been taken - 
but added: “It is still a rare offence, but something 
we take seriously. Be aware.” 

He also said that a total of five shed break-ins had 
occurred recently in in Beer Road and Beer itself. 

PC Speariett told the meeting: “We could have a 
team going around.” 

He added that such a team usually consists of two 
or three people and strikes at night. 

PC Speariett said: “If you see anything suspi¬ 
cious, call 999.” 

Going through the crime statistics for January he 
also reported three arsons. 

Two related to torched cars in Harepath Hill, and 
police believe they are linked and that those in¬ 
volved are known to each other. 

The third case involved burn marks being found 
on the kiosk at The Esplanade. 

Other crimes included three drive-offs without 
paying from the Tesco petrol station, and an assault 
in Harepath Road. 

It is alleged that three people assaulted a male. 

The victim is not making a formal complaint but 
has reported the incident to police, which is why it 
is included in the crime statistics. 


Youths sorry 
for drunken 
rampage 

FOUR youths are reported to be apologetic 
after rampaging through Seaton in the early 
hours of Saturday January 10th. 

All four have been identified and sent what is 
known as a Stage 1 Anti-Social Behaviour 
warning letter, according to police. 

The rampage was witnessed by Seaton 
mayor Gaynor Sedgwick, who mentioned it in 
her town council chairman report for December 
and January. 

She told town councillors: “I would like to con¬ 
gratulate and thank East Devon District Council 
StreetScene for the swift and thorough re¬ 
sponse to the mess that was left in the early 
hours of Saturday January 10th when I had the 
misfortune to witness four youths rampaging 
through the town. 

“Having stolen a sack of mushrooms from 
outside a restaurant in Fore Street, they pro¬ 
ceeded to throw them up and down Fore Street 
and Windsor Gardens and empty several flower 
containers. 

“The police were swift to attend and appre¬ 
hended the youths. 

“I hope the young men concerned felt suitably 
ashamed of themselves when they sobered up 
and remembered the mess they had left their 
town in the night before." 

PC Steve Speariett attended the town council 
meeting on January 26th, and said the individ¬ 
uals concerned had been issued with the afore¬ 
mentioned letter.

SEATON mayor Gaynor Sedg¬ 
wick says she has been as¬ 
sured that the closure of 
Rainbow Superstore won't re¬ 
sult in huge empty premises. 

The store has served the town 
since 1982, operating from a large 
retail unit in a prime Harbour Road 
location. 

Rainbow Superstore is head¬ 
quartered in Tiverton, where it also 
has a branch. 

Other branches are located in 
Seaton, Lyme Regis, Honiton and 
Exmouth. 

Closing down signs appeared at 
the Seaton store a few weeks ago, 


causing an element of concern. 

It is understood the shop has just 
over 10 employees. 

Seaton mayor Gaynor Sedgwick 
has meet with Rainbow Superstore 
owner Ralph White. 

She briefed members of Seaton 
Town Council during a meeting on 
Monday January 26th, and said: “I 
have been assured there will be no 
empty shop. 

“The owner is hoping to sign an 
agreement with another business 
and will stay until that happens." 

At the time of going to press, 
Pulmon’s View had been unable to 
receive confirmation from Mr 
White.

Village church celebrates 125th 
anniversary with special service

ST Michael’s Chapel of Ease in Colyford was 
packed as the congregation celebrated the 125 th 
anniversary of the founding of the church. 

The chapel opened on January 17th 1889 and on 
January 22nd that year Pulman’s Weekly News 
wrote: “After the lapse of some three centuries, the 
sound of church bells - which ceased when the lit¬ 
tle Chantry of St Edmund’s at the lower end of the 
village disappeared - was again heard on Thursday 
afternoon when it sent forth its chimes for the 
opening service of the handsome new church, 
which had been erected by private munificence at 
the higher end of the ancient borough, to which it 
forms a very conspicuous ornament with its light 
and elegant bell turret rising from the red tiled and 
handsome porch and what will be ere long a pretty, 
well laid out churchyard with a site for parsonage 
in the rear. 

“At present this new Church is called a ‘Chapel 
of Ease’ in the parish of Colyton, being thus under 
the charge of the Vicar of Colyton. 

“The opening service was full choral Evensong. 
The prayers intoned by the Reverend Mamerto 
Gueritz, Vicar of Colyton. Special psalms were 
taken by Gregorian Tones by the choir, a contin¬ 
gent from Colyton church and accompanied on a 
very fine toned harmonium played for the occa¬ 
sion by Mr A. Edwards (organist of Colyton 
church). In future it will be played by Mr S. Sea¬ 
ward. 

“The sermon was preached by the Lord Bishop 


of Exeter and was delivered with affectionate 
earnestness and warmth of feeling, characteristic 
of the good Bishop. He alluded in eloquent terms 
to the good work of the founders of the church and 
the future blessings in store through its instrumen¬ 
tality. 

“A simple brass placed in the North Wall near the 
pulpit modestly records the names of the founders 
in the following terms: ‘To the Glory of God and 
in remembrance of Admiral John Impney, R.N, 
This Chapel is erected by his daughter and grand¬ 
son Marion and Elijah Impney Scarborough Dec. 
1888’.” 

The anniversary celebration service last Sunday 
was led by the Reverend Hilary Dawson and in¬ 
cluded the dedication of a new hymn book. 

The chapel was packed for the occasion with 
people singing joyfully, ably led by the choir and 
accompanied by the organist, Andrew Stone. 
Hymns included “We love the place, O God”, 
which was also sung at the very first service held 
in the chapel.

Why we love 



C ONVERSATION hearts, truffles galore and 
heart-shaped boxes of chocolates-these are 
the symbols of Valentine’s Day for many lovers 
around the world. 

But why do we have a “sweets to the sweet" tradi¬ 
tion every February 14? While the roots of Valentine’s 
Day go all the way back to Roman times, chocolate gift 
giving is a much more recent development. Is it be¬ 
cause of chocolate’s reputed aphrodisiac qualities, or 
just a way for companies to sell more sweets in the lull 
between Christmas and Easter? Whatever the reason, 
those ubiquitous little red boxes flood shelves every 
year. 

By the 1840s, the notion of Valentine’s Day as a hol¬ 
iday to celebrate romantic love had taken over most of 
the English-speaking world. It was Cupid’s golden age 
-the prudish Victorians adored 
the notion of courtly love and 
showered each other with 
elaborate cards and gifts. 

Into this love-crazed fray 
came Richard Cadbury, 
scion of the British chocolate 
manufacturing family and re¬ 
sponsible for sales at a crucial 
point in his company’s history. 

Cadbury had recently improved its 
chocolate making technique so as to ex¬ 
tract pure cocoa butter from whole beans, producing a 
more palatable drinking chocolate than most Britons 
had ever tasted. This process resulted in an excess 
amount of cocoa butter, which Cadbury used to pro¬ 
duce many more varieties of what was then called 
“eating chocolate.”

great marketing oppor¬ 
tunity for the new choco¬ 
lates and started selling 
them in beautifully deco¬ 
rated boxes that he de¬ 
signed himself. 

From that point, it was a 
quick jump to taking the 
familiar images of Cupids 
and roses and putting 
them on heart-shaped 
boxes. While Richard Cad¬ 
bury didn’t actually 
patent the heart-shaped 
box, it’s widely believed 
that he was the first to 
produce one. Cadbury 
marketed the boxes as 
having a dual purpose. 

When the chocolates 
had all been eaten, the 
box itself was so pretty 
that it could be used again 
and again to store me¬ 
mentos, from locks of hair 
to love letters. The boxes 
grew increasingly elabo¬ 
rate until the outbreak of 
World War II, when sugar 
was rationed and Valen¬ 
tine’s Day celebrations 
were scaled down. 

But Victorian-era Cad¬ 
bury boxes still exist, and 
many are treasured fam¬ 
ily heirlooms or valuable 
items prized by collectors.

KILMINGTON 

MEMBERS of Kilmington WI were visited by 
guest speaker Roy Abbot, a physiotherapist at the 
RD&E Hospital, who gave a lucid and informative 
talk about knee joint replacement and the physio¬ 
therapy needed afterwards. 

Training for physics is usually a degree and then 
maybe hospital experience or private practice. 
Members were shown a model of the knee joint 
showing femur, tibia, fibula and patella, with lig¬ 
aments which give stability and cartilage for 
smooth movement. 

Cartilage wears with age and use and leaves the 
bone exposed which causes pain when they grate 
together, known as arthritis. A metal replacement 
can be fitted sometimes including the patella. 

Exercise must start immediately after surgery 
and it is very important to keep up exercise. It may 
take 18 months to two years to fully recover. 

Mr Abbot told members that dogs can also have 
replacement knees. Other replacements done are 
hips, shoulders, elbows, ankles and thumbs, al¬ 
though the latter three are not common. Spine fu¬ 
sion may also be carried out. Joy thanked Mr 
Abbot for his talk. 

The topic members chose to be debated at the 
National Federation of WIs AGM was to “curb the 
use of antibiotics”, which we all agreed was vital. 

Arrangements were made for the meeting on 
February 12th and quizzes, bingo, etc. are to be 
part of the evening together with a buffet supper.

■ I AM very concerned about the Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group’s (CCG) plans which suggest that Ot- 
tery St Mary Hospital should lose all its beds and 
close the Minor Injuries Unit. 

When my children were young there were at least 
three occasions when I can remember rushing one 
of them to Ottery hospital for advice and treatment 
for an accident which I was unable or qualified to 
cope with. I fully understand the concerns of today's 
parents of young children if the Minor Injuries Unit 
is closed. 

Now that I am a retired widow, living alone, and 
my children, although very caring, live miles away, 
I am very concerned about losing all the beds at 
“our” hospital. Both my parents spent their last days 
in Ottery hospital (the one replaced by the present 
hospital) and at that time it was so convenient and 
comforting for me, as a working mother, to be able 
to visit them easily every day after work. 

Now, in my position, should I need respite care, I 
would hope that I could be cared for in Ottery hos¬ 
pital where there would be staff on hand night and 
day. I cannot believe that the same care, comfort and 
security could be provided by “hospital at home”. 

Also, if one is in the local hospital friends and fam¬ 


ily can pop in to visit frequently, something they 
would not be able to do if one was in Honiton or 
Sidmouth. 

I realise that I have given purely personal reasons 
for keeping beds at Ottery hospital but I am sure 
there are many elderly people living in Ottery who 
share my concerns . 

I also realise that finances are the reasons given for 
the CCG proposals, but the public have not been 
made aware of the costs involved. How does the cost 
of “hospital at home” compare with keeping beds in 
our local hospitals? 

Why, when we hear that hospitals like the RD&E 
are unable to discharge patients who need respite 
care because there is nowhere for them to go, are 
their plans to close the beds in Ottery hospital? 

More development is due around the town, the 
population will increase. Ottery is a modem hospital 
with ample parking and a regular town bus service. 
It is crazy to consider losing all the beds and closing 
the Minor Injuries Unit.

Plans to move renal dialysis unit 


■ ARE you aware that in 2015 the National Health 
Authority in Devon plans to transfer the running 
and funding of the renal dialysis unit based at 
Honiton Hospital to GPs under the government’s 
new policy? 

The plans are being rushed through by February 
without, it seems, any public consultation and will 
be put in place by April. 

Concerns have been raised about this new 
arrangement and whether GPs can provide the nec¬ 
essary experience and funding in this matter. It 
costs approximately £20,000 to £30,000 annually 
to provide dialysis to a single patient. 

If sufficient funds will not be available then there 
is the danger that the services provided by he unit 
could be privatized. 

If that happened, the impact could be detrimental 
to the standard of patient care and also to the pres¬ 
ent NHS nursing staff who would be replaced by 
nurses employed by a private agency. 

This process, that should be more widely publi¬ 


cised, is a subject that is worthy of investigation 
and reporting in your newspaper.

Equine Newsletter - January 2015 



Update on Recent Flu 
Outbreaks and Vaccination 

The importance of continued vaccination has been 
demonstrated by the recent outbreaks of equine 
influenza across the UK. 

There have been 28 outbreaks across the UK from 
January to November 2014, 50% of these since the 
beginning of October 2014 - all in unvaccinated 
horses. 

Equine flu is a serious issue for anyone owning or 
working with horses. It is very contagious and can 
be spread by droplets in the air, or on inanimate 
objects such as horseboxes/stabling, tack and 
clothing. Symptoms vary in severity but include 
high fever, nasal discharge, dry cough and a poor 
appetite. Mildly affected horses can recover in 
2-3 weeks, however in serious cases secondary 
complications including pneumonia can occur. 

The 2007 outbreak in Australia affected 76,000 
horses on 10,000 premises. The imported horse 
that brought in the virus had been vaccinated but 
it is believed the vaccine didn’t contain antigens active against the latest circulating 
strains of flu. The outbreak was eventually halted by using a vaccine containing 
up-to-date strains; the same vaccine used here at Coombefield Veterinary Hospital. 

Evolving Viruses! 

Equine flu viruses, as with other flu viruses, undergo a phenomenon known as 
‘antigenic drift’ due to the gradual accumulation of mutations in the genes. These 
mutations eventually lead to significant changes in the virus which can mean a 
breakdown of immunity against out of date vaccines. This is why the human flu 
vaccine changes regularly and why certain strains (swine flu for example) can cause 
pandemics of severe illness. 

Currently the Florida strain is the most common virus. There are 2 strains (known 
as Clades). These are referred to as Clade 1 and Clade 2, both of which now appear 
to account for all current infection globally. American cases seem to be mainly Clade 
1 viruses where as in Europe they are generally Clade 2. 

The Animal Health Trust has diagnosed numerous cases of equine influenza in the 
UK (see map); the viruses isolated in these cases all belonged to the Clade 2 group. 

Staying Ahead With Updated Vaccination 

The UK’s first and only updated vaccines to contain the 
Clade 2 virus antigen are the Proteq vaccines, which we 
use at Coombefield. This is also the only vaccine that 
contains the OIE (the international expert panel on 
animal health) recommended strains. 

It is important to note that vaccinated horses may carry 
and shed the virus without showing any signs of the 
disease. This means that all unvaccinated in contact 
horses are at risk. Approximately 55% of horses in the 
UK are un-vaccinated. Most of the higher risk travelling 
and competition horses are vaccinated due to compulsory 
rules; however it only takes a local event or gathering of 
horses with a carrier and an unvaccinated animal for the 
virus to take hold. 

We have chosen this vaccine for our patients as it 
is the ONLY up to date vaccine; no other vaccine 
can offer the same level of protection. ▼

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ANDREW Gould moved to Seaton after a num¬ 
ber of years in Italy. He is a Krav Maga instruc¬ 
tor, running classes in Axminster and 
Honiton. 

• Where were you born and where did you 
grow up? 

I was born in Surrey and grew up in a beautiful 
setting not unlike Devon. I wanted to have the 
same thing for my kids. 

• What prompted your move from Italy to 
Devon? 

We had a great life in Italy and were very lucky 
in that we were able to run a business 
from home. I never tired of the view of 
the Dolomites from our garden each 
morning (and the food is tough to • 
beat). After a long time over there 
we decided we needed a change. 

Giving the kids the chance to ex¬ 
perience Britain and perfect their • 

English was another consideration. 

We settled on East Devon because of 
the quality of life here along with the excel¬ 
lent schools. 

• Tell us about what your professional life so 
far. 

I had a very good career in banking in London. 
Since then I have trained and worked as an 
English-teacher, a scuba-diving instructor and 
hotel manager. I enjoyed each of these occupa¬ 
tions but, now that you ask, I realise I was defi¬ 
nitely working in order to do what I wanted with 
my life at the time instead of ‘living to work'. 
When I discovered Krav Maga I quickly realised 
that it was something I loved. I’m privileged 
now to be a professional instructor and intro¬ 
duce others to this amazing system. 

• How did you get involved with Krav Maga? 

It was one of those things - I'd dabbled in Karate 
when I was a kid - I'd always wanted to learn a 
martial art or self-defence system but in the 
same abstract way that I'd also have liked to 
play an instrument or get fit. Anyway, one day 
I saw that the local Judo club was running a 
Krav Maga class. I didn't really know what it 
was apart from that it was a contemporary sys¬ 
tem which emphasised practicality. I dropped 
in to give it a go and was instantly hooked. On 
the first evening I left feeling like I'd learnt 
something immediately useful... it was great! 
Getting fit was an added benefit of the training. 

• Tell us about Krav Maga 

Krav Maga is a self-defence system which was 
created in the 1930s and formalised after the 
2nd World War in Israel. It is based on the natu¬ 
ral reactions of people in defence situations. 
These reactions are taken and 
adjusted/trained in order to devise self-de¬ 
fense techniques. The emphasis is on avoiding 
problems if at all possible but, if necessary, de¬ 
fending and counter-attacking at the same 
time,, neutralising the immediate threat and 
taking yourself (and others) away from the 
danger as quickly as you can. It is taught as 
basic training for infantry regiments in Israel, 
so it is designed to be effective for men and 
women (who also do national service there) 
and to be able to be learnt quickly and easily. I 
qualified as an IKMF (International Krav Maga 
Federation) instructor because it is globally re¬ 
spected with a properly structured curriculum 
of techniques and principles. 

• Is there a risk that people join one of your 
groups for the wrong reasons (ie to use it for 
criminal aggression as opposed to self de¬ 
fence) and, if so, can you prevent it? 

My experience of people who learn martial 
arts/self-defence has been nothing but posi¬ 
tive. The majority of my good friends in Italy I 
met through doing Krav Maga and my interest 
in self-defence/martial arts. It requires care, 
trust in your training partners, responsibility, 
humility and a sense of fun to learn, practice 
and improve. Someone with a ‘bad attitude' 


doesn't thrive in a situation like that. 
Civilian Krav Maga emphasises avoiding 
confrontation unless absolutely necessary. 
That said, the techniques are designed to use 
‘with extreme prejudice' if your are left without 
a choice. If I thought that anyone coming to 
train with us was going to abuse the system I 
would have to ask them to seek training else¬ 
where. 

• Why should people join one of your groups, 
what can they gain? 

When considering Krav Maga many people are 
looking for fitness and/or greater self-defence 
skills. It does accomplish both these things and 
certainly doesn't depend on strength and fit¬ 
ness to be learnt. As people improve they nat¬ 
urally build on their cardiovascular fitness 
through practising the techniques and the sce¬ 
narios we train. Part of every session develops 
cardio and strength so that, gradually, people 
are able to maintain longer sessions of practice. 

As with all activities where you must co-op¬ 
erate with colleagues, Krav Maga promotes a 
sense of camaraderie and trust. It gives greater 
self-confidence and more respect for others. I 
find that I don't allow things to ‘get to me' in the 
way they perhaps used to. 

It has only been two weeks but the people who 
have come to the sessions have made amazing 
progress. 

In a recent poll on the IKMF student Facebook 
page, by far the three most popular benefits 
were awareness, confidence and fitness. 

• Are your groups popular with a particular 
age group or is there an even spread? 

It's still early days but there is already a good 
mix of people - the system is specifically de¬ 
signed so that people of all levels of fitness, 
sizes, ages and genders can learn quickly. 

• Which was your dream job when you were a 
kid? 

I think that changed weekly... I can remember 
going through fighter pilot, policeman and Gor¬ 
don Gecko at various stages. I got to fly trainers 
in the RAF Cadets so loved that idea for a while 
but I wasn't going to get the results I should 
have at school. Too old for all of those jobs now! 

• Do you have any hobbies? 

I enjoy bodyweight exercising because it gives 
general, functional strength. I am also inter¬ 
ested in sports nutrition - having lived in Italy I 
enjoy cooking. Finding ways to combine proper 
nutrition with great meals is really rewarding. 
Krav Maga, or any physical exercise, must also 
consider diet to maximise the benefits. I plan to 
start teaching my kids some techniques to help 
them channel their endless energy.
